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Portugal says Harare opposition has ‘won cause’ in elections 





Zimbabwe’s opposition has “won its cause”, making “very significant 
advances”, in last weekend’s general elections, Portuguese Foreign 
Minister Luis Amado said this week. 


“Independently of the final 
result, I believe (the opposition) 
has won its cause and that it’ 11 be 
very difficult for the ruling party 
to withstand it”, Minister Amado 
told journalists on the sidelines 
of a NATO summit in the Roma- 
nian capital, Bucharest. 

He expressed hope that Zim- 
babwe would maintain “internal 
stability without conflicts or vio- 
lence” while awaiting the an- 
nouncement of official final re- 


sults from last Saturday ’ s presi- 
dential and legislative elections. 

Stability for the country de- 
pended in great measure on pres- 
sure from the international com- 
munity, especially from the 
Southern African Development 
Community (S ADC), he added. 

Luis Amado ’ s comments came 
shortly after the official an- 
nouncement in Harare of nearly 
complete results from the legis- 
lative ballot showed the opposi- 


tion Movement for Democratic 
Change (MDC) had dethroned 
President Robert Mugabe’s 
long-ruling ZANU-PF party in 
parliament. 

The MDC also claimed a first- 
round victory for its leader, 
Morgan T svangirai, in the presi- 
dential vote against Mugabe 
while on Thursday, Zimbabwe 
continued to wait for the an- 
nouncement of delayed official 
results in that race.

Dams will also take shape 
in Gouvaes, Padroselos, Alto 
Tamega and Daivoes, repre- 
senting investments of be- 
tween 450 and 760 million 
euros. 

The six municipalities 
comprising Alto Tamega 
have already affirmed they 
will be in the running to con- 
struct the four dams, in col- 
laboration with electricity 
company EDP. 

It is hoped that the ten 
dams will be ready by 2015.

Go V ’ t plans to bolster 
overseas Portuguese 
language programmes 

B Portugal’s government, facing opposition pressure, has announced it will soon 
reorganize its overseas Portuguese language teaching programmes to resolve 
embarrassing missed opportunities and a lack of specialized teachers. 


The State Secretary for Com- 
munities, Antonio Braga, told the 
Lusa News Agency this week that 
the planned changes would 
“soon” meet the demands of Por- 


tuguese expatriate communities 
and bolster cooperation with Lis- 
bon’ s seven Lusophone partners. 

The objective of the new policy 
will be “to respond to the perma- 


nent and growing demand for the 
training of teachers and the sup- 
ply of Portuguese language teach- 
ers”, Braga said without elabora- 
tion. 

The new policy, he added, 
would primarily target countries 
where Portuguese was being in- 
troduced into public school cur- 
riculums and which hosted large 
Portuguese expatriate communi- 
ties. 

Braga’ s comments to Lusa fol- 
lowed strong opposition criticism 
in parliament over the Socialist 
government’ s recent admission it 
did not have funds to respond to 
Venezuela’ s announcement it was 
setting up a Portuguese language 
pilot programme in several 
schools as a first step to favour 
Portuguese as the country’s top- 
ranked foreign language. 

Brazil, which along with Por- 
tugal is a senior member of the 
eight-nation Community of Por- 
tuguese Language Countries 
(CPLP), announced Monday it 
was ready to aid Caracas imple- 
ment the pilot programme. 

Opposition lawmakers from 
left and right criticised Prime Min- 
ister Jose Socrates’ administration 
in parliament on Monday for its 
acknowledged inability to re- 
spond to opportunities to pro- 
mote and defend the use of Portu- 
guese abroad. 

A key objective of Portugal’s 
foreign policy and of the Lisbon- 
headquartered CPLP is the pro- 
motion and defence of the shared 
language that is the official tongue 
of some 220 million people on 
four continents. TPN/Lusa 
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B The election of a new United States president later this year will herald 

new relations between Washington and the European Union and a more 
active role for Europe in the transatlantic alliance, Portuguese Foreign 
Minister Luis Amado said this week. 


Minister Amado, speaking at 
a debate on Portugal’s foreign 
policy, said Lisbon should 
prioritise transatlantic relations, 
taking advantage of the fact that 
Portugal is a country “at the heart 
of this relationship” between Eu- 
rope and the US. 

“The transition to a new admin- 


istration (US) wiU bring new vari- 
ables to transatlantic relations 
(...). The agenda must be re- 
newed,” said Portugal’ s top dip- 
lomat. 

“It’s the responsibility of Eu- 
rope to strengthen its position 
within the alliance to have some 
leverage” and the 27-state bloc 


must adopt an agenda that is 
“more positive and constructive 
with ideas and initiative, and less 
reactive and negative.” 

“Portugal can and wants to 
take some initiatives” aimed at 
forging a new partnership with 
(post-George W. Bush) 
America, added Amado.

Enlargement of the Schengen 
completed as border controls are 
lifted at airports 


On 2 1 December 2007, Esto- 
nia, the Czech Republic, Lithua- 
nia, Hungary, Latvia, Malta, 
Poland, Slovakia and Slovenia 
became part of the Schengen 
area. On Sunday 30 March 2008 
at 0:00, the enlargement proc- 
ess was completed by the lift- 
ing of air border controls be- 
tween these countries and with 
the 15 states that were already 
part of the Schengen system. 

Vice-President of the Euro- 
pean Commission, Jacques 
Barrot declared: “The disman- 
tling of air border controls is the 
final step toward completion of 
a unique and historical achieve- 
ment: 24 countries of the EU 
have no internal borders. 

“The Commission pays trib- 
ute to those member states that 
have put in place state of the art 
security systems and special 
“Schengen terminals” at their 


airports. The enlargement of the 
Schengen area demonstrates the 
EU’ s commitment to facilitating 
legitimate travel within and into 
the EU, whilst at the same time 
improving the security of Eu- 
rope’ s external borders”. 

After the lifting of land and sea 
border controls, which took 
place on 21 December 2007^ bor- 
der controls at airports were 
lifted on Sunday including Esto- 
nia, the Czech Republic, Lithua- 
nia, Hungary, Latvia, Malta, Po- 
land, Slovakia and Slovenia, and 
between these countries and the 
former Schengen members. 

This time gap was foreseen to 
match the date for lifting air bor- 
der controls with the bi-yearly 
changes to flight schedules at cer- 
tain airports, therefore allowing 
for a smoother adjustment at the 
EU airports concerned. 

People will now be allowed to 


fly from one airport to the other 
within the enlarged Schengen 
area without any further formal- 
ity. This will, according to the 
EC, have a positive effect, re- 
ducing queues and easing pro- 
cedures for EU citizens and 
others when flying within the 
Schengen area. Obviously iden- 
tity checks by airline compa- 
nies will be maintained at the 
check-in and when boarding. 
The standard security controls 
applied to every flight, regard- 
less of destination, will be main- 
tained. 

The lifting of the air border 
controls within the extended 
Schengen area follows the deci- 
sion taken in November 2007, 
when Justice and Home Affairs 
Ministers concluded that the 
Schengen acquis criteria had 
been met by all candidate coun- 
tries.

The average age at which 
children start to drink al- 
cohol in Portugal is 13, it 
was revealed this week. If 
the act of drinking be- 
comes systematic until 
adulthood, the risk of de- 
pendence rises 50 percent. 

This warning comes 
from Rui Tato Marinho, 
hepotologist, who is devel- 
oping an awareness cam- 
paign for children who 
drink alcohol. 

The specialist warns of 
the consequences that 
could result from drinking 
at an early age, such as 
binge-drinking, which is 
associated with other risks 
like road accidents, unsafe 
sex and violence. 

Portuguese law allows 
children to start drinking 
at the age of 16, and Rui 
Marinho wants to demon- 
strate the consequences of 
excessive drinking to the 
younger community. 

He points out that the 
risk of dependence rises 
ten percent a year until the 
age of 18.

2,587 less violent and serious 
crimes, ‘carjacking’ cases rose 
(365 to 488) as well as petrol sta- 
tion robberies(222 to 241) and 
thefts, 5,424 compared to 5,378. 

Murders lowered substan- 
tially (194 to 133), rapes (341 to 
306), jewellery shop hold-ups 
down to 98, bank robberies (139 
to 108) and charges of assault 
with the intent to do grievous 
bodily harm (673 to 662) also 
registered a decrease. 

Cases ofjuvenile delinquency 
last year dropped by 206. 

According to statistics, 
39 1 ,6 1 1 criminal cases were re- 
ported to security forces in2007, 
representing a 0. 1 percent rise. 

“Any crime is one crime too 
many and it concerns us a lot. We 
cannot fight crime with numbers, 
but with measures” said the In- 
ternal Affairs Minister Rui 
Pereira upon the release of these 
figures. 

For the first time ever, the In- 
ternal Safety Report included 
strategic guidelines and meas- 
ures, predicting community se- 
curity reinforcement an increase 
in police patrols, cooperation 
between councils and strengthen- 
ing bonds with international or- 
ganisations, among others. 


EU 

authorises 
GM maize 
variant 

The European Commis- 
sion has adopted a decision 
authorising the GM maize 
GA2 1 for feed and food use 
and for import and process- 
ing. In fact, the placing on the 
market of food and feed pro- 
duced from GA21 is already 
authorised in the EU. 

The decision extends the 
authorisation of products de- 
rived from GA21 to maize 
grains and thus allows imports 
from third world countries 
where this GMO is cultivated. 

GA21 is not however ap- 
proved for cultivation in the 
EU. GA2 1 maize received a 
positive safety assessment 
from EE S A and underwent the 
flillauthorisationprocedure set 
out under EU legislation. 

As member states did not 
reach a qualified maj ority for 
or against this authorisation in 
the Standing Committee on 
the Eood Chain and Animal 
Health, and then in the Coun- 
cil. The proposal was there- 
fore sent back to the Commis- 
sion for a decision. 

The authorisation is valid 
for ten years, and any prod- 
ucts produced from this 
GMO will be subject to the 
EU ’ s strict labelling and trace- 
ability rules. 


Battery recycling 
charges ahead 


In 2007, battery recycling company 
Ecopilhas collected an extra ten percent of 
batteries in relation to 2006. In the four 
years it has been running over 61 million 
batteries have been collected, the 
company said in a statement sent to The 
Portugal News. 


The distribution of battery 
collection units in Portugal 
started in 2004, and in that year 
alone, eight millionbatteries were 
collected. In 2005 the value sky 
rocketed to 17 million, a value 
equalled in 2006. 

Portugal is the sixth placed 
country in the European Union 
for recycling such materials. 

Managing Director of 
Ecopilhas says recycling “should 
not be seen as an effort, but as a 


natural process integrated into 
daily routines”. 

At the moment, the biggest 
contributors are hyper/super 
markets and municipal entities. 

Due to the dimension of the 
country, Portugal does not own 
a recycling plant for batteries. 

Instead they are sent to an 
Austrian company Eernwarme 
Wien after the components are 
chemically separated in a plant in 
Resitejo.

He applauded Mozambican 
plans, backed by Lisbon, to cre- 
ate a new urban centre on the 
mainland in front of the small is- 
land to provide employment and 
homes for the island’s over- 
crowded population of 16,000 to 
make room for quality tourism 
projects. 

Accompanying the president, 
Lisbon’s State Secretary for For- 
eign Affairs and Cooperation, 
Joao Gomes Cravinho, said Por- 
tugal would help finance proj ects 
for the future mainland town. 

The so-called Millennium Vil- 
lage has received initial financing 
of 1.5 million euros over two 
years from the United Nation’s 
UNIDO programme. 

Representatives of two Portu- 
guese banks travelling with 
Cavaco Silva gave island authori- 
ties two 1 00,000 euro cheques to 
help repair damage caused re- 
cently by Cyclone Jokwe. 

Carlos Queiroz, Manchester 
United’s assistant coach who 
grew up near Mozambique Is- 
land, lamented “the state of deg- 
radation” into which the island 
had fallen, appealing to Lisbon to

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Financial wrangle leaves cruise 
passengers stranded in Madeira 



A passenger ship is being heid in Madeira’s Funchai Port, ordered to 
stay in dock by poiice foiiowing a financiai dispute between the cruise 
iine and companies to which it aiiegediy owes money. 


The Dutch- owned ‘Van 

Gogh’ cruise ship was carrying 
650 people on board at the time 
of being impounded by Madeira 
port authorities, 430 passengers 
and a crew of 220. 

It had left Mindelo (Cape 
Verde) and was impounded in 
Funchal, Madeira on its way to 
Falmouth, UK. 

Most of the tourists on board 


(around 400) are British nation- 
als, left stranded in Portugal’s 
Madeira Islands after authorities 
refused to let their cruise ship 
leave port. 

Port authorities on the island 
of Funchal told the Portuguese 
news agency Lusa they were 
awaiting a court ruling before al- 
lowing the ship to continue its 
voyage to Falmouth, England. 


According to Lusa, the ship’s 
operator allegedly had outstand- 
ing debts with suppliers. 

Many of the passengers have 
opted to complete their journey 
by airplane, others remain on 
board. 

As yet, the authorities have 
not disclosed a date as to when 
the ship will be free to continue 
its voyage.

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Portugal leads 
Angolan exports 


Portugal remained Angola’s 
chief supplier of imports last 
year, with a total ofUS$1.52bil- 
lion, but Brazil and China are 
rapidly closing in on Lisbon’s 
lead, according to preliminary 
data reported by Portuguese 
bank BPI. 

A BPI study released last 
Thursday indicated Portugal 
continued at the top of Angola’ s 
suppliers, especially in sectors 
such as machinery, mechanical, 
electric and transport equip- 
ment, furniture, beer, metal 
structures, clothing and textiles. 


Portuguese exports to its 
former African colony in 2007 
have almost doubled in value 
since 2005, representing about 
40percent of all Luanda’s im- 
ports from the European Union, 
the study said. 

It noted that both Brazil and 
China greatly expanded their 
share of the Angolan market in 
recent years to now threaten the 
US position as Luanda’ s second 
supplier after Portugal. 

In 2006 and 2007, China’ s ex- 
ports to Angola rose by 140per- 
cent and 39 percent, respec- 


tively, while Brazil ’ s increased 
by 6 Ipercent and 45percent, ac- 
cording to preliminary figures, 
BPI said. 

The two countries’ export to- 
tals to Angola last year each ap- 
proached the US$ 1.2 billion fig- 
ure held by the United States, 
which saw its exports to Luanda 
slump by 17percent in 2007. 

BPI also noted that China’s 
import of US $ 1 0 . 6 billion worth 
of Angolan oil last year out- 
stripped the US for the first time 
as Luanda’s top market for 
crude. TPN/Lusa 


IRS 2007 

Life’s special (and not so 
special) situations 

In addition to routine reporting of income and expenses, certain events may affect all of us 
at some time or another. Let’s take a brief look at Life’s Special (and not so special) 
Situations and the tax implications that may exist. 


a) BIRTH AND ADOPTION 

What impact does the birth or 
adoption of a child have on my 
tax situation? 

In the year of birth or adoption, 
you are permitted a tax credit 
equal to 40% of the National 
Minimum Wage. (€403.00 X 14 
= €4 836.00 in 2007). 

What should I so first? 

Parents should report the 
additional dependent to their 
employer so that adjustments 
can be made in withholdings from 
salary. 

Are there any other tax breaks ? 
Yes . Medical expenses related to 
the birth are entitled to a 30% tax 
credit. 

b) FIRST JOB 

I am about to begin my first 
salaried job in Portugal. What 
do I need to do? 

You must provide your 
employer with the following 
information: 

a) marital status 

b) number of dependents 

c) your spouse’s earnings 
With this information, your 
withholdings will be done 
correctly and you shouldn’t have 
any nasty surprises at tax time. 
lam starting my own business. 
Is there anything I need to do to 
get started? 

Y es. Before you are permitted to 
start your independent business 
activity in Portugal, you must 
register your business. 

a) This is done through the 
completion of a form called 
“Imcio de Actividade" dii your 
local Finangas office via their 
computer system. You will also 
need to purchase an official 
Receipt Book ( “Recibos 
Verdes”). 

b) Periodic declarations of 
“IVA ”, or Value Added Tax, are 
also required. If you gross less 
than € 9 975.96 annually, you are 
exempted from IVA reporting. 
Otherwise, you must declare on 
a quarterly (or monthly) basis. 

c) Y ou will also need to register 


at the local Social Security office. 
However, this is only required in 
the first month of the second 
year of your activity. 

c) UNEMPLOYMENT 
What are the tax consequences 
of losing my job? 

Obviously, the first consequence 
is the lose of salary income and 
no further withholding at source. 
No income, no tax. 

If you receive unemployment 
compensation, this subsidy is 
not taxed. 

If you are still unemployed at the 
end of the fiscal year, you will 
need to report you earning up to 
when you lost your job. 
However, you may still take full 
tax deductions and credits for the 
entire year. 

d) MARRIAGE 

I got married last year. What 
impact does this have on my tax 
situation ? 

Soon following the ceremony, 
you and your spouse need to 
report the change to your 
respective employers to bring 
withholding up-to-date with the 
new situation. 

Y our IRS tax return will now be 
joint. However, on this single 
return, you will each report your 
earnings separately. Expenses 
are normally reported together. 
You will benefit from the 
“marital coefficient” which 
should reduce your rate of tax. 

I have been living with my 
boyfriend now for the lastdyears. 
Must we continue to file separate 
returns? 

No. Couples co-habiting together 
for over two year may file a joint 
return. This applies to 
homosexual couples as well as 
heterosexuals. You will most 
likely benefit from the “marital 
coefficient’ ’ in reducing your rate 
of tax. 

e) SEPARATION AND 
DIVORCE 

What tax changes occur in the 
year of divorce or separation ? 
The divorce/separation should 


be reported to your respective 
employers to alter tax deductions 
at source. 

Remember, it is your status on 
31 December that determines 
your situation for the tax year. 
You should each file separate 
returns for both income and 
expenses. You should each 
report your individual share of 
any joint income, 
f) DEATH 

Upon the death of a spouse, what 
are the tax implications? 

The death of a spouse must be 
reported in the tax return. The 
survivor submits a tax return, 
ticking the widow/widower box 
for marital status and reports the 
fiscal number of the deceased. 
Both incomes as well as 
deductions and credits need to be 
reported on the appropriate 
annexes. 

In some instances, the estate may 
generate income prior to final 
resolution that will need to be 
reported as well. If there are 
complications or delays in the 
settlement of the estate, it is 
highly advisable to seek 
professional advice. 

As of 1 January 2004, Gift and 
Inheritance Tax C'Sucessdrio”) 
was abolished. Gratuitous 
transfers between immediate 
family members (spouses, 
children, grandchildren, parents 
and grandparents) are tax exempt. 
All others are assessed a flat 10% 
stamp duty on the transfer.

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Vale do Lobo doubles operational results 




Vale do Lobo registered a record figure in 
operational results during the year 2007, 
totalling 30 million euros and representing a 
100 percent increase in comparison with 
2006. The objective for 2008 is, once again, 
highly ambitious with a predicted increase in 
operational results of 50 percent in 
comparison with the previous year. 


What risks is your money exposed to? 


Savers and investors continue 
to face uneasy times. The bank- 
ing sector is having a torrid time; 
the near economic outlook is 
hardly encouraging and 
stockmarkets are volatile. Cash 
and property have previously 
been considered ‘safe havens’, 
but not this time. Perhaps for the 
first time, some savers are con- 
sidering moving money out of the 
bank, or at least spreading it over 
various banks. 

Y ou cannot remove risk com- 
pletely, but you should do what- 
ever possible to reduce the 
amount of risk your money is 
exposed to. 

Banking risks 

In order to keep pace with in- 
flation your capital needs to 
grow. By the time you deduct 
inflation and taxation from your 
bank interest earnings there is lit- 
tle, if any, income left. If you 
withdraw the interest, the value 
of your capital reduces every 
year. 

There are other risks involved 
in depositing the bulk of your 
savings in the bank. This is be- 
cause the bank lends your money 
out to other borrowers (only 
paying you a portion of the in- 
terest it earns from it) - banks only 
need to keep a very small propor- 
tion of your money to hand. 

Recent estimates have the to- 
tal bad debt on banks’ books as 
high as $600 billion. Two months 
ago G7 finance ministers had it as 
$400 billion. These are only es- 
timates - the full extent is un- 
known, with banks owning up to 
as little as possible. 

UK banks offer a depositor 
protection scheme whereby the 
first £35,000 of your savings 
(per institution) will be refunded 
should your bank be unable to 
return your deposit. This does 


not apply to branches in the Brit- 
ish offshore islands. The Isle of 
Man’s protection scheme will 
refund up to £15,000, whereas 
Jersey and Guernsey offer no 
protection. 

The old maxim of not keeping 
all your eggs in one basket there- 
fore also applies to money in the 
bank. It may be sensible to 
spread your money out over dif- 
ferent banks and/or move some 
of your capital into different lo- 
cations and structures, ones 
which offer much more protec- 
tion than you currently have. 
Investment risk 

Different investment assets 
carry different risk levels. The 
selection of assets in your port- 
folio, and the proportions of 
each, should be designed to result 
in an overall level of risk that fits 
your risk tolerance profile. Your 
financial advisor should have 
taken the time to establish your 
risk profile before making his in- 
vestment recommendations. 

Depending on how much ex- 
posure you have to equities, your 
portfolio may be suffering right 
now. Y ou need to remember one 
of the key basics of investing - 
over the longer term equities will 
outperform bonds and bonds will 
outperform cash. If you invest 
in equities you should normally 
be prepared to remain invested 
long-term, and in this case your 
equity investments should re- 
cover over time. Unfortunately 
it is impossible to predict when 
the recovery will start. 

In many cases it is advisable to 
remain invested - a temporary 
paper loss is preferable to an ac- 
tual monetary loss should you 
sell your shares at a lower price 
than you bought them for.

Taxation risk 

Taxation reduces the amount 
of income and capital growth you 
receive.

What 
matters is your after-tax return. 
A good investment return can be 
eliminated by inappropriate tax 
structuring so tax planning is even 
more important when the returns 
are lower. 

Many people pay more tax 
than they need to. The latest 
TaxAction report by 
unbiased.co.uk has revealed that 
this year Britons will gift the 
taxman arecord £9.3 billion this 
year by failing to plan their tax 
affairs. Ofthis, £1.9 billion will 
come from overpayment in inher- 
itance tax. The survey shows that 
82% do nothing to mitigate their 
tax burden. 

Considering that you’ll have 
worked hard for your money, 
you’ll now want to structure 
your finances to work as produc- 
tively as possible. Your main 
priority is to protect the value of 
the money you’ve made until 
now and usually use it to gener- 
ate extra capital growth and/or 
income. To do so you need to 
reduce risk as much as possible - 
this includes inflation risk - and 
structure your finances to be tax 
efficient.

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Open Skies, a new era in transatlantie aviation?

O n Sunday, the 
new EU-US Air 
Transport 
Agreement took 
effect. For the 
first time, European airlines 
can fly without restriction from 
any point in the EU to any point 
in the US. 

“This marks the start of a new 
era in transatlantic aviation. This 
agreement will bring more com- 
petition and cheaper flights to the 
US,” said Jacques Barrot, Vice- 
President of the European Com- 
mission in charge of Transports. 

The agreement is the most 
ambitious air services deal ever 
negotiated, the European Com- 
mission said this week. 

The two biggest aviation mar- 
kets, encompassing 60 percent 
of world traffic, will cooperate 
closer in all fields of aviation 
policy. 

In May 2008, the European 
Commission will engage in sec- 
ond-stage negotiations with the 
US. 

“A fully Open Aviation Area 
between the EU and the U S must 
remain our objective,” adds 
Vice-President Barrot. 

All EU airlines are now able 
to operate direct flights to the U S 
from anywhere in Europe and 
not just from their home coun- 
try. The agreement removes all 
restrictions on routes, prices, or 
the number of weekly flights. 


Many airlines will increase 
the number of flights and desti- 
nations on Sunday. Flights be- 
tween London-Heathrow and 
the US, for example, will in- 
crease about 20 percent com- 
pared to April 2007. 

With about 50 million annual 


passengers between the EU and 
the US, the agreement covers by 
far the biggest international air 
transport market. 

The removal of all market ac- 
cess restrictions will stimulate 
competition. Prices for transat- 
lantic flights are expected to fall. 


The benefits for consumers 
could reach up to €12 billion 
over the first five years. The 
agreement could lead to the crea- 
tion of 80,000 jobs on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

For the first time, this agree- 
ment establishes closer coopera- 


tion between the EU and the US 
to tackle new challenges, such as 
security and the environment. 
This will facilitate operations for 
airlines and airports and reduce 
hassle for passengers. 

The cooperation is already 
delivering tangible results, for 


example in the field of environ- 
ment: The Atlantic 

Interoperability Initiative to 
Reduce Emissions (AIRE) is a 
joint project to reduce the envi- 
ronmental impact of transatlan- 
tic flights. Greener transatlan- 
tic flights will reduce emissions 
per flight. 

Building on the success of the 
European internal aviation mar- 
ket, this agreement is an impor- 
tant first step towards the 
standardization of the interna- 
tional aviation industry. The ul- 
timate objective of the European 
Union is to create a transatlantic 
Open Aviation Area: a single air 
transport market between the EU 
and the US with free flows of in- 
vestment and no restrictions on 
air services, including access to 
the domestic markets of both par- 
ties. Therefore, the agreement 
that took effect on 30 March con- 
tains a strong mechanism for sec- 
ond-stage negotiations with a 
clear timetable, starting already 
in mid-May 2008. 

The agreement was signed on 
30 April 2007 at the EU-US 
Transatlantic Summit in Wash- 
ington. It replaces 21 bilateral 
agreements between Member 
States and the United States 
with their nationality restric- 
tions. Until now, EU airlines 
could not operate flights to the 
US from outside their home 
country.

Economic sentiment 
recovers slightly in the EU

timent Indicator (ESI) rose by

The euro area 
seasonally-adjusted 
unemployment rate stood 
at 7.1 percent in February 
2008, unchanged 
compared with January, 
Eurostat has revealed. 

While the rate in Portugal 
stood at 7.5 percent. The 
EU27 unemployment rate 
was 6.7 percent in February 
2008, compared with 6.8 per- 
cent the previous month. 

Eurostat estimates that 
15,970 million men and 
women in the EU27, of which 
10,909 million in the euro 
area, were unemployed in 
February 2008. 

Compared with January 
2008, the number of persons 
unemployed decreased by 
130,000 and 59,000 respec- 
tively. Compared with Feb- 
ruary 2007, unemployment 
was down by 1.5 million in 
the EU27 and by 0.7 million 
in the euro area. 


creased by 0.6 points in the euro 
area, to 102.0 and 99.6 respec- 
tively. 

Following a continuous de- 
cline since mid-2007, the indi- 
cator rebounded somewhat in 
the EU on the back of a sharp im- 
provement in services confi- 
dence in the UK. Meanwhile, it 
weakened further in the euro 
area and now stands just below 
its long-term average. 

The increase in the sentiment 
indicator for the EU is due to sig- 
nificantly higher confidence in 
the services sector, while confi- 


dence in manufacturing, con- 
struction and retail trade re- 
mained broadly stable. 

In the euro area, sectoral de- 
velopments were somewhat dif- 
ferent, with confidence decreas- 
ing slightly in services and con- 
struction. Consumer confidence 
stayed unchanged in both areas. 

At the country level, the pic- 
ture is mixed, with around half 
of the countries registering a 
decline in economic sentiment 
in March, including Portugal, 
while the other half saw senti- 
ment improve.

Lisbon wants more quality hotels 


According to official figures, 
in order to meet goals set for the 
National Tourism Strategy 
Plan, by 20 1 7 Lisbon will need 
an extra 26,000 beds, which the 
regional tourism board hopes to 
achieve by encouraging inde- 
pendent hoteliers to affiliate 
with international chains and 
brands. 

Vitor Costa, head of the Lis- 
bon Tourism board, explained 
“Lisbon’ s hotel revenue is be- 
low that ofEurope’sbest”, and 
explained that “there are objec- 
tive advantages in being associ- 
ated to international chains”. 

He did stress however, “We 


don’ t intend to be on a par with 
cities such as London, Paris or 
Rome. They are in another 
league”. 

A study carried out by 
Deloitte on the tourism board’ s 
behalf has underlined that, in or- 
der to grow and comply with 
the national tourism strategy ’ s 
goals, Lisbon must increase its 
present bed offer from 25 to 42 
thousand beds over the next 
nine years. 

And if more beds are to be 
created, the new establish- 
ments should be as interesting 
and as prestigious as possible, 
in order to attract higher-pay- 


ing clientele. 

Names such as Four Seasons, 
InterContinental and Accor, 
have been suggested, for sub-re- 
gions like Estoril, Sintra and 
Leiria/Fatima. 

Luxury names like Hilton, 
Kempinski and Hotel du Vin 
have also been earmarked as in- 
teresting possibilities, which do 
not, at present, exist in the capi- 
tal. 

To accommodate the new 
units Lisbon City Hall is elabo- 
rating a project that entails the 
renovation and transformation 
of unused or abandoned public 
buildings. 


TAPpilot requests police back- 


up against unruly passengers 


The pilot of a delayed TAP flight travelling between Terceira Island, Azores, and Lisbon, requested 
police presence on its landing at Lisbon’s Portela airport following concerns that a number of 
passengers were overly irate. 


TAP officials have blamed the 
Azorean Horta airport’ s cleaning 
staff for the three-hour set-back, 
claiming the aircraft was not 
ready or handed over on time. 

However, the passengers, 
many of whom made official com- 
plaints upon arriving in Lisbon, 


allege the cabin crew’s attitude 
was ‘aggressive’ during the flight 
and that there were not enough 
meals to go around. A formal 
complaint also accused airport 
staff of being ‘unhelpful’. 

Airport officials have refuted 
these complaints, justifying that 


all passengers were informed of 
the delay upon check-in, and that 
the only meals lacking were those 
of the cabin crew. 

No incident on board was reg- 
istered during the flight, though 
growing tension between pas- 
sengers and crew led the captain, 
Joao Roque, to request PSP of- 
ficers be on the tarmac for disem- 
barking. 


One of the passengers on 
board, which included a group of 
journalists, said a stewardess 
asked him if he “was looking to 
make problems during the flight”, 
and accused him of “acting like a 
two-year old”. 

After requesting the presence 
of the head cabin crew member, 
the attendant’s abruptness was 
put down to “inexperience” and 
“was having a bad day”. 

Regular Terceira - Lisbon 
commuters say flight delays are 
frequent. 

After eventually landing at 
22h50, three hours late, a number 
of passengers were kept on board 
for lengthy periods of time, most 
being escorted by police to col- 
lect their luggage, others spend- 
ing until after 02h00 in the airport 
to fill out formal complaint pa- 
pers. Many missed connecting 
transport and were forced to 
spend the night in the city, pay- 
ing for their own transport and 
accommodation. 

Apparently, no passengers 
have, as yet, been compensated. 


Twelve 
drivers

GNR Traffic Police 
arrested twelve drivers 
during a routine 
operation on the 1C 22 
and the EN9 in the 
Greater Lisbon Area 
between 01 hOO and 
08h00 last Sunday 
morning. 

During the operation, 191 
drivers were pulled over and 5 8 
of them were fined. Of these 

14 were for very serious of- 
fences, 3 1 serious and 1 3 were 
for minor transgressions. 

Traffic Police also control- 
led the speed of 420 drivers, 

1 5 of whom were fined for driv- 
ing over the legal speed limit. 

A total 160 drivers were 
checked for alcohol levels and 
twenty were found to be driv- 
ing over the limit. 

Ten of the drivers arrested 
had levels said to be “substan- 
tially” over the legal limit and 
two more were arrested for not 
having a driving licence.

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Portimao considered

□ According to a survey carried out by ACRAL - the Association for 

Commerce and Regional Algarve Services - 90.84 per cent of shop owners 
think there is a significant lack of safety in Portimao’s main shopping area, 
the heart of the city. 


As a conclusion, the associa- 
tion, with the support of the City 
Hall, will draw up a plan to rein- 
force security along the main 
commercial area, in an attempt to 
reduce crime. 

This action has been instigated 
in the wake of a series of robber- 
ies and muggings, which took 
their toll on traders and raised 
general concerns. 

ACRAL director Joao Rosado 
has recently confirmed that the 
plan is practically complete and 
includes implementing such 
video- surveillance and hiring 


plain-clothed security guards, 
who are directly connected to the 
PSP police. These guards will 
operate 24 hours a day, an iden- 
tical set-up to what has been im- 
plemented in Faro city centre 
three years ago. 

On the other hand, the direc- 
tor agreed that since a rise in the 
number of complaints has been 
noted, PSP police do seem to 
have made an effort to intensify 
policing in Portimao. 

Throughout Portimao’ s main 
shopping area there are 25 6 busi- 
nesses, 120 of which were inter- 


viewed as part of the survey. 

Conclusions showed that 
49.17 per cent of traders con- 
sider the area to be ‘rather un- 
safe’ , whilst a further 41 .67 per 
cent deem it ‘very unsafe’. 
Therefore, 90.84 per cent, a sig- 
nificant majority, of shop own- 
ers and traders consider 
Portimao’s busiest area to be 
dangerous. 

Most of those interviewed 
were the victims of robberies at 
least once, with 158 cases of vio- 
lence being documented, mostly 
in the late afternoon or at night. 


Vandalism 
adds to Praia 
da Rocha’s 
recent crime 
wave 

After three night spots 
were robbed over the 
Easter weekend (see last 
week’s edition of The 
Portugal News), three 
shops and two cars were 
vandalised in Praia da 
Rocha in the early hours 
of Monday morning. 

The windows of the three 
shops were smashed with cob- 
blestones picked up from apave- 
ment. Two real estate agencies 
(Profile and Areias da Rocha) 
and a pharmacy (Palma Santos) 
were the sufferers of this spell 
of vandalism, with two parked 
cars also being damaged with 
rocks.

Renewal of British 
Passports

When I 
had not received my new Pass- 
port by 22 Eebmary I phoned the 
British Consulate in Portimao 
and was told to refer to the Brit- 
ish Embassy website. This I 
duly did and saw that my docu- 
ments had been despatched on 1 2 
Eebmary . Erom then on I spent 
days on the phone and sending e- 
mails all of which were getting me 
nowhere. It was dial 1 for this, 
dial 2 for that and so on but still 
getting no response. I either got 
an answer machine messages or 
no reply to my constant ringing. 

With the help of a lady called 
Carmen in the Madrid office, I 
eventually learned that my Pass- 
port had been sent to Louie and 
was given a number to ring - again 
no reply to my constant calls. I 
was leaving Portugal on 1 March 


and required my Passport by 29 
Eebruary at the latest. Appar- 
ently the Couriers in Louie’ could 
not find my address - I live in 
Carvoeiro not “out in the sticks” 
- and sent my Passport to 
Andalucia. Again with the help 
of Carmen, my Passport was 
delivered by a Spaniard from 
Huelva at 12.30 on 29 Eebmary 
(18 hours before I was due to 
leave my house on holiday). 

The finale to this story is that 
Ireceived aphone caU from some- 
one by the name of Gonzalo al- 
most two weeks ago to say that 
they were changing the Courier 
Service in Portugal and I would 
get a refund of the fees I had paid 
for the Courier. He then asked 
for my Bank details so that the 
payment could be made directly 
into my Bank Account. I told 
him there was no way I was go- 
ing to divulge my B ank details and 
they could send me a cheque. To 
date the cheque has not been re- 
ceived.

T.V.Perrott, 15th Mar. 

SIR, On one of my regular vis- 
its to Portugal I recently picked 
up one of your Newspapers at 
Earo Airport. It was with great 
sadness that I read of the death of 
Leon Greenman. 

Some years ago I went to a 
Holocaust exhibition created by 
the Jewish school children of 
Manchester. In it they had cre- 
ated a replica of an accommoda- 
tion block at Belson concentra- 
tion camp. I took my father with 
me as he was one of the first Brit- 
ish soldiers into Belson when it

was captured. He stood looking 
at this display and said “it was 
not like this” A man heard him 
say this and came talking to us. 
He asked my father what his in- 
terest was in it so he told him. The 
man rolled up his sleeve and 
showed my father he still had his 
concentration camp number tat- 
tooed on his arm. This man was 
Leon Greenman. 

He took us to one side and some 
of the things he told us were be- 
yond belief. He told us he went 
to Holland to open an antiquar- 
ian book shop. He told 
us two days later the 
Germans came into 
Holland quite unex- 
pectedly and they took 
his wife and son away. 

They were both mur- 
dered within the next 
forty eight hours. He 
told us that he had spent 
his life looking for the 
two Germans who 
signed the orders for his 
wife and son to be 
gassed. He said he had 
just missed one. He 
was a priest in Canada 
and he had just died but 
he was still looking for 
the other one. I don’t 
know if he found him. 

Leon Greenman told us 
he survived six concen- 
tration camps, prob- 
ably because he was 
quite fit because he was 
into boxing. When the 
Americans captured 
Buchenwald he said 
that a soldier gave him 
a brown paper package 
and said “take it home, keep it and 
tell everyone what it is” It was the 
camp flag from Buchenwald and 
it was at the exhibition. 

I asked him if he was a mem- 
ber of Die Spine and he immedi- 
ately stood back and said “what 
do you know about that?” I told 
him I had read about it in books. 
He certainly knew a lot about 
hunting for war criminals. At the 


time it was in the British news- 
papers that Mengele had been 
captured in South America. I 
asked him if it was him and the 
answer was a definite yes . He also 
said that soon another one will be 
arrested and gave me the name 
Klaus Barbie. He was alsoknown 
as The Butcher of Lyons. True 
to his word he was arrested one 
month later. 

If the kids of today read what 
Leon Greenman went through in 
his life (this man went to hell and 
back), would they be like they are

Perhaps just because I 
know what I mean when I write 
it doesn’ t necessarily follow that 
all readers will make the same in- 
terpretation. Attempts to keep 
my letters within your 3 00- word 
limit may also lead to further mis- 
understanding. So let me clarify 
things. 

1) Although the holocaust is 
probably the most horrific and 
evil event ever recorded there is 
no case for making its denial a 
criminal offence. 

2) I did not mean that the 
number murdered doesn’t mat- 
ter, just that while the holocaust 
cannot be disputed, the number 
of victims will continue to be. 

3) When I mentioned half a 
million Jews in Germany in 1939, 
of whom about half were allowed 
to emigrate, it was to confirm the 
fact that the assembly line killing 
of ‘undesirables’ did not com- 
mence until late 1941. However, 
by 1945, only about 28,000 of 
those Jews who stayed in Ger- 
many had survived. 

4) Although no written in- 
struction signed by Hitler order- 
ing wholesale extermination has 
survived, there are many other 
references to it, especially by 
Himmler who spearheaded the 
massacre of three million Poles 
during the invasion of their coun- 
try. 

Einally, for those who deny 
the Holocaust, Eisenhower, Su- 
preme Commander of the Allied 


Eorces, was way ahead of them. 
When he inspected one of the 
death camps he wrote later that, 

“I visited every nook and 
cranny of the camp because I felt 
it my duty to be in a position from 
then on to testify at first hand 
about these things in case there 
ever grew up at home the belief 
or assumption that the stories of 
Nazi brutality were just propa- 
ganda. Some members of the vis- 
iting party were unable to go 
through with the ordeal.”

They ’ ve a reputation for be- 
ing difficult to grow, but if you 
give them the right attention 
you can grow cauliflowers all 
year round. They need rich soil, 
regular watering and plenty of 
space, particularly if you are 
growing winter cauliflowers 
which mature in spring and take 
up space in your vegetable plot 
for a long time. 

Summer cauliflowers can be 
sown now in small pots, or out- 
doors in a seedbed, although 
early sowings need to be pro- 
tected with cloches in northern 
regions of Portugal if frost is 
forecast. 

Once they are big enough to 
be transplanted in about six 
weeks’ time, space them 60cm 
apart and water well until they 


are established. Leave 70cm be- 
tween winter varieties. If you 
don’t water them in well or let 
them go short of water in summer, 
very small heads will form 
quickly. Winter varieties should

The kitchen is one of the most 
important rooms when you sell, 
and buyers tend to steer clear of 
kitchens that look like they need 
thousands of pounds spending on 
them, so here are some quick and 
easy tips for sprucing up yours - 
even if you don’t want to sell. 

: : The layout of your kitchen is 
crucial because it is, above all, a 
practical room. If the layout isn’t 
right, your options for changing 
it without gutting it and starting 
from scratch are limited, but 
there are some. The most ergo- 
nomic layout is to have the 
cooker, fridge and sink in a tri- 
angle in relation to each other. It 
doesn’t matter what shape the 
triangle is, but it should be a tri- 
angle because these are the three 
things you use constantly when 
preparing meals. If you don’t 
have this configuration, can you 
move something so that you do? 
Maybe you can swap appliances 
over, or put an under-counter 
fridge where you once had a unit? 

:: If lack of worktop space is a 
problem, think how you can 
make what you’ve got go further. 
Microwave brackets get the mi- 
crowave off the worktop, creat- 
ing a surprising amount of room, 
especially in a small kitchen. It’s 
essential to use the right fixings, 
though. If fixing to a solid wall, 
ensure you use Rawlplugs and 
long screws, and if the wall is a 
stud one, preferably screw into 
the studs, or use heavy duty tog- 
gle/butterfly screws (the packet 
should say how much weight they 
can take). 

: : Suspending metal or wooden 
racks for pots and pans, putting 
attractive boxes or baskets on top 
of the wall units if you have high 
ceilings (providing there’s noth- 
ing too heavy in them) and fix- 
ing utensil hooks to the walls are 
other solutions if you’re short of 
space. Even something as simple 
as removing the dishrack when 
it’s not in use makes the drain- 
ing board seem part of the 
worktop and thus creates the il- 
lusion of more space. 

:: Another solution is to install 
anislandunit - ifyou’ ve gotroom. 
If you haven’t, maybe a slimline 
table or breakfast bar will give you 
more work space and still allow 
you to move around the room eas- 
ily? Kitchen diners are not only 
desirable if you’re selling up, 
they’re also make your living 
space more flexible if you’re stay- 
ing put.

They ’ d be learning about the 
minute doctrinal differences 
and the irreconcilable rivalries 
between Catholic Hispanics 
and Protestant anglos, and even 
between Southern Methodists 
and Southern Baptists. They’d 
all know about Texas’s long 
love affair with guns, as if that 
explained why Texans were 
killing Arab soldiers. 

They’d constantly be re- 
minded that the dominant mi- 
nority in east Texas is African- 
American, while in west Texas 
it is Hispanic, as if that ex- 
plained anything. Leader writ- 
ers in Arab newspapers would 
be speculating about which of 
the many Texan militias could 
be persuaded to side with the 
Arab troops in the task of paci- 
fication. 

Everybody in the Arab world 
would know far more about 
Texas than any sane non-Texan 
should ever want to know — 
without understanding any- 
thing at all. And then the Arab 
troops would go home sooner or 
later, and everybody in the Arab 
world would forget all those 
intricate details about Texas 
again. 

Well, the shoe is not on the 
other foot. It’ s American troops 
in Iraq, not Arab troops in 
Texas, so it’s the Western me- 
dia that are filled with minutiae 
about the rivalries among Iraqi 
sects, parties and militias. 
We’ve just had a fairly intense 
week of it, with the Baghdad 
government that is dominated 
by two Shia parties, Dawa and 
the Islamic Supreme Council of 
Iraq, using the national army to 
attack the militia of a third Shia 
faction, that led by Moqtada al- 
Sadr. 

There are also the Kurds 
(aligned with the United States 
but divided among themselves) 
and the Sunni Arabs (who were 
fighting the Americans last year 
but are mostly allied with them 
at the moment, though that al- 
liance may now be fraying). But 
the main event last week was 
between the Shias. 

For the record. Prime Minis- 
ter Nouri al-Maliki’ s attempt to 
shut down Moqtada al- Sadr’s 
militia, the Mahdi army, has 
failed. Maliki’ s offensive 
against the Mahdi army in 
Basra stalled after four days, 
with three-quarters of the city 
still in the hands of the militia. 
Meanwhile heavy fighting 
spread to four other cities in the 
south and to Baghdad itself, and 
US ground troops were drawn 
into the fighting to cover the 
Iraqi army’s failures. 

Maliki, who had been full of 
bluster at the start, declared 
himself surprised by the 
strength of the resistance (al- 
though nobody else was). He 
stopped the offensive and ex- 
tended his deadline for disarm- 
ing the militias by ten days. 
Then, after frantic scurrying 
around behind the scenes, a 
deal emerged in which 
Moqtada al-Sadr gently let him 
off the hook. 

Sadr declared on Sunday 
that he was ordering the Mahdi 
army to stop fighting and get 
off the streets. But he coupled 


that with a demand that the 
government stop “illegal and 
random raids” (that target his 
followers) and release all de- 
tainees (including hundreds of 
Mahdi army members) who 
have been arrested without 
formal charges. And Sadr’s 
spokesman made it very clear 
that no weapons would be 
handed in. 

Maliki did not argue. The of- 
fensive has been called off, and 
the Mahdi army is still intact. 
As Maliki ’s spokesman put it, 
“the government will... imple- 
ment the law against those who 
do not obey the instructions of 
the government and of Sadr.” 
The latter comes out of this 
confrontation stronger than 
ever, having faced down 
Maliki (with the full weight of 
the United States behind him), 
and then winning extra points 
for being the peace-maker. 

But the saga of the past week 
is just more minutiae, of no 
great relevance to the future of 
Iraq, let alone of the United 
States. No matter who ends up 
running Iraq, all the American 
troops will go home in the end. 
And whatever happens in Iraq 
after that, although of great im- 
portance to Iraqis, will be of lit- 
tle interest to Americans. 

This does presume, of 
course, that post-occupation 
Iraq will not be run by blood- 
thirsty and intolerant fanatics 
whose only goal in life is to at- 
tack the United States. But that 
was never remotely likely at 
any stage of the game. The no- 
tion that this is anybody’s pri- 
mary motive in the Arab world, 
even that of the bloodthirsty 
and intolerant fanatics who run 
“al-Qaeda in Mesopotamia,” is 
just a self-centred American 
fantasy. 

Ten years from now, all that 
painfully acquired knowledge 
about the details of Iraq’s in- 
ternal rivalries will be long 
gone from American minds. 
Even in Iraq, few people will 
remember what happened last 
week in Iraq or give a damn 
about it. And the main conclu- 
sion of the American public 
about the Iraq adventure, as it 
has long been about Vietnam, 
will be (as Talleyrand said 
about one of Napoleon’s 
stupider decisions) that “it was 
worse than a Crime; it was a 
Mistake.”

Rullo di ^pinaci e Ricotta 



(Serves four) 

A spinach and ricotta cheese roulade is an Italian classic where spin- 
ach accompanies ricotta in a soft creamy dream. It’ s enveloped by a 
crunchy light pastry. 

The dish can be prepared and baked one day in advance. Reheat at 
Gas Mark 2/150C/300F for 10 minutes, then increase the tempera- 
ture to Gas Mark 4/1 80C/350F and bake for an additional five min- 
utes. 

Prep time: 45 minutes 
Cooking time: 30 minutes baking 

1 50g (5 l/2oz) spinach, cooked and squeezed 
l/2tbsp butter 

Salt and black pepper to taste 

150g(5 l/2oz) fresh ricotta, drained of excess liquid 

30g(loz) grated Parmesan 

1 pinch of nutmeg 

For the dough: 

125g (4 1/2 oz) flour, plus more dusting 
1 pinch of salt 

60g (2 oz) butter, softened and cut into chunks 
1 egg, lightly beaten 
l/2tsp water 

2tbsps single cream, mixed with Itbsp of milk, for brushing 


Finely chop the spinach and 
saute in medium-sized pan with 
butter. Season to taste and cool 
completely in a medium sized 
bowl, work the ricotta with a 
fork until creamy. Mix the 
Parmesan and nutmeg into the 
ricotta. F old in the cooled spin- 
ach and mix. Season to taste, 
cover and set aside. 

Sift the flour and salt into a 
bowl and make a well in the cen- 
tre. Add the butter to the well and 
work into the flour with your 
fingertips until the dough resem- 
bles a coarse meal. Scoop hand- 
fuls of dough into your hands 
and gently rub between your 
palms. 

Repeat until the dough 
reaches a sand-like consistency 
and all the ingredients are well 
incorporated. Add the egg and, 
using a pinching motion, work 
into the dough until a ball begins 
to form. 

Knead for one minute until 
smooth. Pick up the dough and 
forcefully throw it down on the 
work surface 20 times. Cover 
with plastic film and refrigerate 
for 15 minutes. 

Roll out the dough on a floured 
surface into an 28 x 33cm (11 
inch X 13 inch) rectangle, short 
side facing you. Foosely roll 
dough around a rolling pin, then 
unroll on a large sheet of parch- 
ment paper. Use a pizza cutter 
to even the edges. 

Preheat the oven to Gas Mark 
4/180C/350F. Mix the single 
cream and milk in a small cup and 
brush the entire surface of the 
dough with cream. Spread the fill- 
ing over the surface, leaving a 
2.5cm (1 inch) border across the 
top uncovered. Gently roll in 
the sides. Using the paper as a 
guide, start from the bottom and 
roll upwards, creating a log 
shape. 

Brush the surface with more 
cream. Transfer, using the paper 
as the base, to a baking sheet and 
bake for 30 minutes. Cool for a 
few minutes before slicing and 
serving.

“On the Parisian catwalks it 
was obvious that the aim of the 
new fashion was the glorifica- 
tion of the female figure. After 
years of having to make do with 
the bare minimum and plain and

recycled garments, it was an ex- 
citing breath of fresh air. Wide 
skirts and lace trim, furs and 
pretty underwear, buttons and 
bows, they were all back... in 
theory. 

“Even when clothes rationing 
ended in March 1949, we were 
restricted in what could be cre- 
ated,” Harvey explains. “But 
with a few compromises in the 
width of our skirts we made our 
own versions of the haute cou- 
ture originals.” 

Radical Years - 
1956-1965 

KEY PIECES: Shift dresses, 
sweater dresses, sack dresses, 
Chanel jackets, polo necks, pill- 
box hats, seamless stockings. 

“Fashion began to be dictated 
by the young,” Harvey says. 
“This was the era of rock and 
roll, cool jazz, soul and blues, 
of teenage rebellion and Mods 
and Rockers. 

“For a while, clothes became 
simple. Shift and sweater 
dresses with plain belts, sack 
dresses which moved away 
from the drawn-in, wasp waist 
and made us look like a giant al- 
mond and long, bulky sweaters 
over straight trousers. We still 
liked our flared skirts, espe- 
cially in summer, but we didn’t 
bulk them out with so many 
petticoats. Sashes, 

cummerbunds and high belts 
accentuated our waistlines.” 

And for women who still 
wanted to look super- smart? 
“There were Chanel suits and 
pillbox hats,” Harvey says. 
“Chanel’s trademark fashion 
look was easy to copy and we 
were able to buy mass-pro- 
duced versions that looked great 
and made us feel smart.” 

Peaceful 

Revolution -1965- 
1970 

KEY PIECES: Mini skirts, 
thigh-high boots, pinafore 
dresses, trouser suits, hot 
pants, hipster trousers, flared 
jeans, headbands. 


“From the mid-60s. Op Art 
influenced fabric design. We 
went for geometric forms and 
patterns that looked as if they 
were flickering and vibrating,” 
Harvey says. 

“We could choose striking 
clothes in black and white 
checkerboards, wavy lines and 
spirals that created optical ef- 
fects. Bright colours were in 
too, especially yellow, purple 
and orange, and we saw the 
Union Flag everywhere. 

“We wore skinny, striped 
jersey dresses, with hems up to 
six inches above the knee, 
trench coats, big earrings, berets 
and granny shoes. If we were 
very daring, we wore PV C mini 
skirts with flat-soled boots, or 
geometric dresses with bare 
midriffs.” 

Designers producing for the 
mass market became coveted 
too, according to Harvey: 
“Where we shopped became 
very important and we had to 
have in our wardrobe a T-shirt 
with the distinctive Biba logo, 
a make-up bag with the Mary 
Quant daisy flower or a pair of 
Courreges boots. We weren’t 
showing off that we had 
money, we were proving that 
we had style.” 

Time Fashion 
Forgot -1970-1 980 

KEY PIECES: Velvet jack- 
ets, gypsy tops, tie-dyed T- 
shirts, smocks, corduroy trou- 
sers, pop socks, boob tubes. 

“The casual hippie era spilled 
into the early 70s and influenced 
almost everything we wore,” 
Harvey says. 

“Ethnic fabrics and patterns 
that had been so revolutionary 
at the end of the 60s began to ap- 
pear in everyone’s everyday 
wardrobe. 

“We were feeling romantic at 
the beginning of the era and 
shops like Faura Ashley and 
Ossie Clark’s Quorum opened 
to cater for our most feminine 
side. 

“We bought or made A-line,

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princess and granny dresses 
with long sleeves, high necks 
and floor length hems, with 
pretty cotton and calicos 
trimmed with lace. Floaty white 
cotton frocks, chiffon, ruffles, 
crocheted shawls and white Pe- 
ter Pan collars and cuffs on 
sweet Mary Quant dresses 
were all popular. 

“Above all in the 70s, we had 
colour. Bright, fluorescent, 
rainbow and day-glo colours, 
oranges, browns, purples and 
yellows, electric blues and 
shocking pinks, and we didn’t 
care if they clashed.” 


Power Dressing Era 
-1980-1990 

KEY PIECES: Cycling 

shorts, shoulder pads, shell 
suits, ra-ra skirts, frilly pirate 
shirts, sweatpants, slogan t- 
shirts, jean jackets. 

“The 80s borrowed fashions 
from a variety of eras, but exag- 
gerated them to suit this more 
over-the-top time,” Harvey ex- 
plains. 

“This was the decade where 
everything was big, bright and 
often, expensive. We were all 
watching Dallas and Dynasty

and their OTT fashions and big 
hair rubbed off on us. No re- 
spectable top was without its 
shoulder pads - we found them 
in every type of garment, even 
T-shirts.” 

Were you young and frivo- 
lous in the 80s era? “You might 
have bought a puffball skirt or 
teamed a ra-ra skirt with foot- 
less tights and legwarmers,” 
Harvey suggests. 

“There were a lot of new syn- 
thetic fabrics in the 80s that 
mimicked more expensive natu- 
ral products. The decade saw 
the real explosion in sportswear 
as fashion wear and what we 
wore to the gym also showed up 
around the home, out shopping, 
and even at parties.” 

Full Circle -1990- 
1997 

KEY PIECES: Cardigan 
coats, puffa jackets, combat 
pants, leather trousers, Adidas 
windpants, baggy jeans. 

“The fashion trend that came 
through most strongly in the 90s 
was pleasing yourself and 
dressing to suit you as an indi- 
vidual,” Harvey reveals. 

“Not all the trends were new 
ones as the decade also paid trib- 
ute to a large number of fashions 
from past eras. It was a time 
when we were most likely to 
say: ‘Look what’s back in fash- 
ion!’ 

“The trend for buying de- 
signer clothes that started in the 
80s, really took off in the 90s 
with names like Tommy 
Hilfiger, Calvin Klein, Ralph 
Lauren and Jimmy Choo be- 
came almost as widely known 
as Marks & Spencer.”

On Tuesday evening, March 
25*, Erla Walther, President of 
The Algarve Wine Society, 
conducted a very special tast- 
ing for 60 of the organization’ s 
members at the Hotel Colina 
dos Mouros in Silves. She 
compared five different red 
wines, each made from a sin- 
gle grape variety, known in 
Portuguese as “monocastas”. 
All five - Alicante Bouschet,

Nacional, Trincadeira and 
Syrah - were products of the 
Esporao winery in the 
Alentejo, so that the effects of 
climate, terroir, irrigation, 
methods of viticulture, etc 
were as nearly as possible 
eliminated as the wines were 
tasted and compared. Follow- 
ing a detailed examination of 
each of the five wines, Erla 
then challenged the group by 
“blind” tasting three of the 
five, with prizes going to mem- 
bers selecting each wine cor- 
rectly. 

The tasting was followed by 
a lovely four course dinner fea- 
turing Javali estufado com 
batatinha nova no fomo. The 
food was perfectly comple- 
mented by a delicious Esporao 


Verdelho 2007 branco (another 
monocasta) and a Quatro 
Castas Reserva 2004 tinto. 
With the crowd in a most fes- 
tive mood a spirited raffle, fea- 
turing at least a dozen prizes of 
wine, concluded the evening. 
As most of the participants had 
decided to stay overnight 
(something the AWS encour- 
ages, to avoid the risk of drink 
driving problems), a few of the 
celebrants made it a very late 
night indeed. 

Next up on the Algarve 
Wine Society’s agenda is a 
tasting of Portuguese rose 
wines on April 23"'^ at A Colina 
Hotel in Ludo near Almancil.

Let’s Walk up to 
Picota 

Wednesday April 9th 
A stunning circular walk of just under 
3hours that will take you up to the sum- 
mit of Picota (the second highest point 
in the Algarve) and along the mountain 
slopes. This is a moderate walk although 
there is a climb involved but the start is 
half way up the mountain to make it 
easier! 

10.30 start at Bern Posta. Drive up to 
the town of Monchique and at the en- 
trance to the town turn right along the 
Alferce road. Follow this road for about 
1.5km when you will see a small cafe/ 
snackbar Choupana on the right. Turn 
right, the road climbs steeply keep go- 
ing until you come to a T junction at the 
top of the climb, the walk will start from 
here.

Y ou know how it is with a love 
affair - that initial, heady rush of 
enthusiasm, then it all gets a bit 
more routine and sometimes it 
tails off to become a distant 
memory... 

It’s not just the ups and downs 
of love we’re talking about - that 
may also describe your relation- 
ship with exercise. 

Well, guess what? You’re not 
alone! Rather like any partner- 
ship - whether man and woman 
or your body and fitness - it’s 
essential to put in effort and add 
interest to keep motivation and 
enthusiasm alive. 

So if your fitness regime fell flat 
in February, along with the ma- 
jority whose New Year resolu- 
tions now lie in ruins, it could be 
time to try running. 


It’s one of the easiest and 
cheapest forms of exercise which 
doesn’t require expensive gym 
membership or any flashy kit. 

Also, there are plenty of na- 
tionwide charity events that you 
could take part in over the next 
few months to give yourself a 
goal, even if, as a beginner, you 
just talk-the-walk and don’t get 
much above snail ’ s pace. 

While the gruelling 26-mile 
London marathon on April 1 3 is 
watched by millions and inspires 
many, one international mara- 
thon runner, Marielle Renssen 
recognises: “For some watching 
lengthy, punishing marathons is 
a real off-put and they immedi- 
ately dismiss running and think 
‘I could never do that’ . 

“Well, you don’t have to I The 


beauty of running is you can en- 
j oy it and get fit by doing as little 
as a half-hour run three times a 
week.” 

And she boots into touch the 
assumption that all runners start 
out lean and mean. “Many run- 


ners start out as non-exercising, 
overweight, stressed out smok- 
ers - self conscious and with low 
confidence. 

“But by setting themselves 
small goals and keeping going 
they can be winners in their own 


terms, not just in terms of fitness 
but with raised confidence and 
selfesteem.” 

Marielle, whose new book is 
the Complete Running Manual 
says: “Running - a cardiovascu- 
lar exercise - makes the body pro- 
duce its own endorphins - feel 
good chemicals which dull pain 
and put you on a ‘high’ for sev- 
eral hours afterwards. 

“Afterwards, you’ll have a 
floating feeling of contentment 
and stress will have vanished.” 

Ex-Etemal singer, Kelle Bryan, 
32, experienced those benefits 
first-hand, and is now lined up to 
run the London Marathon sup- 
porting Cancer Research UK. 

Now a TV presenter and ac- 
tress, Kelle was diagnosed eight 
years ago with the life-threaten- 
ing auto-immune disease lupus, 
but is now in remission. 

She began running lastyear and 
says: “At one time doctors told 
me I’d be confined to a wheel- 
chair for life. Now I never take my 


health for granted and I appreci- 
ate every day that F m able to get 
out and train and enjoy myself. 
Running is a great buzz and gives 
me energy.” 

Marielle urges those who are 
currently trying to maintain regu- 
lar running: “Keep going and per- 
sist through the tough days - 
when you feel like giving up - and 
you’ll get hooked. 

“Keep the love affair with run- 
ning glowing by making sure it 
stays fiin and stimulating - chang- 
ing routes or maybe running with 
a partner. Don’t let it become a 
drudge.” 

So don’t let those marathon 
runners hog the limelight, put 
your best foot forward and use 
top tips from Marielle and 
Kelle.

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unaware of. Tests should include 
blood pressure and a blood test. 

Start walking for an amount of 
time that feels comfortable - any- 
where from 10 to 30 minutes. 
Once you can walk for 30 min- 
utes easily, sprinkle one-to-two- 
minute running intervals into 
your walking. As time goes on, 
make the running intervals 
longer, until you are running for 
30 minutes straight. Stretch be- 
fore and after a run. 

Kelle advises: “Don’t be too 
ambitious initially, otherwise 
you may get off-putting aches 
and pains. It’s better to build 
slowly and gradually, and enjoy 
your achievements no matter how 
small. They ’ll gradually build and 
you can amaze yourself.” 
WHERE DO I RUN? 

Marielle says: “When you 
start out try to avoid running on 


concrete pavements and tarmac 
roads. Those will impact more on 
vulnerable, untrained muscles 
and bones. Be wary of cambered 
edges of roads as these will cre- 
ate an imbalance to one side of 
your body, and can lead to mus- 
cle injury.” 

Choose safe well-lit routes in 
parks, around school or cycle 
tracks and keep them varied to 
avoid boredom. 

Find out if there’s a group to 
run with in your area (this is ex- 
cellent for motivation and for 
safety reasons) Never run alone 
in the dark or at night. 
BREATHING TECHNIQUES 

Learn to breathe properly. 
Breathe deeply into your dia- 
phragm from the base of your 
lungs rather than from your up- 
per chest, which results in shal- 
low breathing. If you open up

your chest you draw more oxy- 
gen into your lungs. 

Running causes you to breathe 
harder than usual, so some 
amount of huffing and puffing is 
normal. Most of that out-of- 
breath feeling diminishes as you 
become fitter. 

If you have to, slow down or 
take walking breaks. Ifbreathless- 
ness persists, ask your doctor 
about the possibility that you 
may have asthma. 

Marielle says: “Try the Talk- 
Test. Test your running pace by 
having a conversation with your 
running partner (or yourself if 
you run alone). If you’re too 
breathless to do so, you’re going 
too fast.” 

WHEN YOU WANT TO GIVE 
UP 

Marielle says: “Find an inspir- 
ing partner. The pressure of 
knowing someone is waiting for 
you is a great kick starter, and you 
can encourage each other. 

“Force yourself out of bed by 
promising you’ 11 give yourself 1 0 
to 1 5 minutes at least - most times 
you’llkeep going for longer.” 

Give yourself a mental image 
of a treat to lure you to the end of 
a run, maybe a “sinful downfall 
like chocolate, a glass of wine...” 

Kelle says: “Setting yourself 
a goal is key. At first I aimed to 
get to a size eight - my natural 
body size - which I achieved be- 
cause running speeds up your 
metabolism and helps bums off 
body fat. It meant I didn’t have 
to deny myself anything or go on 
a boring diet! ’’Also, she advises: 
“Run to the beat of an iPod or tune 
into a radio.”

Kelle says: “Listen to your 
body - if it’s telling you to slow 
down, pay attention, it’s letting 
you know your limitations. And 
never ignore an injury.” 

WHAT ABOUT KIT? 

Marielle says: “You must have 
a good pair of running shoes. 
Unlike all-round trainers, run- 
ning shoes are designed to allow 
your foot to strike the ground 
properly, reducing the amount of 
shock that travels up your leg. 
They’re also made to fit your foot 
snugly, to reduce the slipping and 
sliding that can lead to blisters.” 

Kelle says: “At first I ran in 
poorly fitting trainers and paid 
the price by hurting myself. Al- 
ways go to a specialist shop and 
take time to find the right pair.” 
INDOORS OR 

OUTDOORS? 

A treadmill ‘pulls’ the ground 


underneath your feet, and you 
don’ t meet any wind resistance, 
which makes running somewhat 
easier. Many treadmills are pad- 
ded, making them a good option 
if you’re carrying a few extra 
pounds or are injury-prone and 
want to decrease impact. 

To better mimic the effort of 
outdoor running, you can always 
set your treadmill at a one per 
cent incline.

Murder most horrid 


in Salisbury 


As we finished dinner, a dis- 
tressed woman staggered down 
the hotel staircase, calling for- 
lornly for help, blood trickling 
from her mouth, and vainly try- 
ing to remove the kitchen knife 
lodged firmly in her back. 

Guests dropped after-dinner 
chocolates and rushed to form a 
semi-circle around her. One bent 
down to comfort her as another 
asked, “Well, is she dead yet?” 

The clues were already slot- 
ting into place on another typi- 
cal night of high drama on a Joy 
Swift Original Murder W eekend. 

Joy organised her first week- 
end in 1 9 8 1 while working for a 
small chain of hotels in Lanca- 
shire.

shops. And its splendid court- 
yard garden of flowers, palms 
and tropical bushes is ideal for the 
games and shenanigans that take 
place on a murder weekend. 

The theme for our summer 
weekend - Brave Hearts - was 
slotting into place nicely over the 
welcome drinks. Joy was acting 
too, her character Ali swiftly es- 
tablishing herself as a bitter, rude, 
suicidal drunk, either moaning 
about her life or arguing with fel- 
low guests. 

On our table sat a character 


called Tim, a man of 32 with the 
mental age of a 1 5 -year-old boy 
due to a freak accident years ear- 
lier, who was left in tears after one 
confrontation with Ali. But he 
didn’t need to worry, because 
before the end of the evening she 
had been clubbed to death with a 
bottle. 

As each and every member of 
Joy’s cast is open to questions 
by the guests, notebooks were 
soon filling up with clues. 

The next morning we used our 
free time to explore the hotel’s

splendid place Salisbury is. Our 
first stop was the cathedral, a 
magnificent early English Gothic 
structure built in the 13th cen- 
tury. 

Its distinctive spire is the tall- 
est in the UK at 404ft, and was 
built so large to reflect the great- 
ness of God’s glory. You cer- 
tainly feel in awe walking around 


the cathedral with its impressive 
roof, intricate carvings and 
stained glass windows. 

Perhaps the most famous item 
in the cathedral is one of the four 
original copies of the Magna 
Carta, the charter signed by King 
John at Runnymede in 1 2 1 5 . This 
milestone in British history 
placed constitutional restraints 
on both monarchy and state. 


In the Close, a square of pretty 
little cottages surrounding the 
cathedral, I felt I was stepping 
into a Thomas Hardy novel. The 
famous author based the fictional 
town of Melchester in his book 
Jude The Obscure on Salisbury. 

We found time too to explore 
the splendours of Stonehenge, 
over 4,000 years old and probably 
the crowning glory of the New 
Stone Age in Britain. 

It still looks awesome today. 
Five stone trilithon archways are 
set in a V-shape, and inside sits a 
horseshoe pattern of nineteen 
bluestones, dragged all the way 
from Wales. Surrounding this 
centre-piece are two circles of 
stones, all aligned with an axis 
pointing to Midsummer sunrise 
on the longest day of the year. 

Saturday’s lunch was fol- 
lowed by an afternoon of games 
back at the hotel - and if anyone 
feared their sleuthing wasn’t up 
to Miss Marple’s standard, they 
could chase prizes in the music 
quiz, the bingo or wordsearch 
games. 

Then it was back to our detec- 
tive work, because soon after- 
wards there was a second murder 
and a blazing row, revealing fur- 
ther clues and possible motives. 
During afternoon tea, a couple 
disappeared to the courtyard for 
an illicit liaison and more verbal 
fireworks followed. 

Goodness knows what the 
newly arrived group of Ameri- 
cans made of it all, as they walked 
into the courtyard garden to see 
40 people surrounding an hys- 
terical woman screaming at a cou- 
ple sitting sheepishly on a bench, 
caught in the act. 

Fortunately, there were no 
suspicious deaths during our 
evening meal, although there was 
plenty of drama - a catfight be- 
tween two sisters and an adulter- 
ous husband being taught a les- 
son by having a jug of water 
tipped over his head!

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Why heated rows 
can be cool 

■ Parents of teenagers normally hate the endless rows they have 

with their stroppy kids - but new research suggests that heated 
arguments actually bring families closer together. We find out why 
parents should argue with their adolescent every day. 


Most stressed-out parents 
of teenagers would deseribe 
the eonstant rowing with their 
feisty offspring as a never- 
ending nightmare. 

But new researeh suggests 
that heated arguments be- 
tween parents and teens ean 
actually be a good thing - par- 
ticularly if both sides are 
heard above the yelling. 

More than a third of mothers 
(37%) studied by researchers at 
the State University of New 
York described conflict as 
strengthening their relationship, 
while 41% of their adolescent 
children thought the same. 

And the conflict that brought 
parents and teens closer to- 
gether was much more than 
just a lively discussion, says 
adolescent development spe- 
cialist Tabitha Holmes, who 
studied 52 mothers and their 
adolescent children. 

“Families that had intense 
conflicts felt it was beneficial. 
That’s not to say you can’t 
learn a lot when rows aren’t 
intense, but it’s when they are 
intense that true feelings tend 
to come out. However if it gets 
too intense, it does actually 
get damaging.” 


Benefits of rowing were per- 
ceived as learning and problem- 
solving, improved relation- 
ships and personal develop- 
ment, with the major factor be- 
ing that adolescents felt they 
had a different understanding of 
their parents. 

“They understood their per- 
spective and their feelings, and 
felt like they got inside their 
mothers’ heads. 

“They really respected them 
for sticking to their guns.” 

Holmes stresses that the ‘ben- 
eficial’ rows were those where 
the teenagers were able to get 
their point across, “even if it’s 
just yelling back and forth.” 

Just 16% of adolescents in 
the study felt that conflict dam- 
aged relations with their par- 
ents, while 29% of mums 
thought the same. The main rea- 
sons for this were post-row feel- 
ings including sadness, guilt 
and anger. 

Mothers were more likely to 
feel distressed after an argu- 
ment, (55% mothers, 40% ado- 
lescents), and Holmes says: “Re- 
search shows parents are much 
more disturbed than adolescents 
about conflict - the teenagers can 
just let it roll off their backs. 


while the parents might sit and 
think about it all day.” 

Teen expert Gill Hines, 
who runs workshops for par- 
ents of teenagers and has writ- 
ten a book. Whatever!, on 
parenting teens, says: “Rows 
can drive parents and children 
further apart and cause a lot 
of residual anger and resent- 
ment if they’re not fully re- 
solved. 

“Parents and children have 
to learn better to listen to each 
other’s point of view and to 
find a compromise, though 
that’s hard to do while some- 
one’s yelling.” 

She warns that teenagers of- 
ten get their own way because: 
“Many parents bend over 
backwards to avoid rows as 
they feel it solves nothing. I 
also know young people 
who’ll ‘up the ante’ on a row 
to make sure their parent will 
capitulate.” 

She adds: “In an ideal situ- 
ation where parent and child 
can argue then resolve their 
differences, I think they do 
indeed feel closer as a result. 
However, not every parent 
manages this.”

ASK THE EXPERT 



Q: “I’m very particular about keeping the house clean, and use a lot 
of cleaning products. Is there any way they could be linked to my 
three-year-old son’s wheeziness?” 



A: Paediatric respiratory ex- 
pert Dr John Henderson, a con- 
sultant at Bristol Children’s 
Hospital who leads research 
investigating asthma and al- 
lergy in early childhood, says: 
“One of the theories of the cause 
of asthma and allergies in chil- 
dren is that reduced exposure to 
certain infections in early life 
could be a trigger. If the devel- 
oping immune system isn’t 
stimulated by infections, it may 
develop a tendency to allergic 
responses in some susceptible 


children. Therefore, a scrupu- 
lously clean environment may not 
be best for young children. 

“Recent evidence also sug- 
gests that some household clean- 
ing products may themselves 
trigger wheezing in young chil- 
dren, although the mechanisms 
for this aren’t yet known. A re- 
cent survey of children in Bris- 
tol in which their mothers were 
asked about their use of house- 
hold chemicals (among which 
cleaning products were fre- 
quently reported) found strong

evidence of a link between the 
frequency of using these prod- 
ucts during pregnancy or just 
after giving birth and the occur- 
rence of wheezing in their chil- 
dren seven years later. 

“We know that people ex- 
posed to high concentrations of 
cleaning agents can develop 
wheezing or occupational 
asthma, but what isn’t yet clear 
is whether this effect can be 
seen at much lower levels, such 
as those in the home, over 
longer periods, particularly

Private Ryan director managing the first film 
in the franchise, and the Lord Of The Rings 
moviemaker taking on the second and third. 
{({(»» Actor Samuel L. Jackson painted the 
railings on the motel balcony where civil 
rights leader Martin Luther King, Jr. was killed 
in 1968. The Pulp Fiction star helped clean up 
the Notional Civil Rights Museum in Memphis, 
Tennessee days ahead of the 40th 
anniversary of King’s murder. The civil rights 
icon was shot dead there on April 4, 1968. 
Jackson, 59, said, “Being o Tennessean, being 
port of the civil rights movement, growing up 
through it, being in it, of it, around it, knowing 
the significance of preserving our history and 
having o place people con come to and on 
emotionally connection is very important’’.

Jaguar Adventure with Nigel Marven (five, 7.30pm) 

Nigel Marven has never been the sort of bloke to revel In office-based mundanity. 
He’d much rather be out In the field, waxing lyrical about extraordinary wildlife. 
Needless to say, making this new series proved to be a dream come true. He’s 
off to the swampland of the Pantanal In Brazil, an area located between the Amazon 
rainforest and the grasslands of the savannah. It’s home to an Incredible range 
of wildlife, including armadillos, giant otters, Iguanas and anteaters. “This place 
Is brilliant - every bit as exotic as the Amazon,” Nigel enthuses. In a mere four weeks, 
Marven attempts to get to know the huge array of wildlife on offer and find a beautiful 
but elusive mammal. “My main mission Is to track down a rare and mysterious big 
cat - the jaguar,” he explains. Relatively little is known about this member of the 
big cat family, because jaguars are Incredibly tricky to film. In the opening episode, 
Nigel arrives in the Pantanal swamps and spotlights an old friend, the spectacled 
reptilian Caiman. He had a pet Caiman as a teenager so is naturally keen to get 
a closer look. Before you can say: “Fetch me a Caiman and make it snappy,” Nigel 
has waded Into the swamp and wrestled one Into his grip. Rather him than us.

Having agreed a multi-million 
euro deal with British Airways, the 
GB Airways franchise was termi- 
nated, after 40 years of flying to 
Faro, there were to be no more Brit- 
ish flag carrying flights to the Al- 
garve from March, 2008 . But that 
all changed this week, when Brit- 
ish Airways announced ithad made 
a return to the south of Portugal, 
with tariffs ready to rival those 
advertised by easyJet, Monarch 
and Ryanair. 

Passengers concerned that last 
October’s buy-out of GB Air- 
ways by easyJet would see tariffs 
rise between Faro and London, 
were handed some good news this 
week with the revelation that there 
are now more flights than ever be- 
tween these two popular destina- 
tions. 

By this summer, up to 1 5 sched- 
uled low cost daily flights from 
London will be landing during the 
18 hours the Faro airport is open 
each day. 

The boost in the number of 
flights comes after British Airways 
intensified its presence in the Por- 
tuguese market, by introducing 
flights from Faro to Gatwick, the 
very route that was previously 
operated by its former franchisee, 
GB Airways. 

This new route offers more op- 
portunity to visit the British capi- 
tal as well as improving British 
Airways’ services to Portugal, in 
this case, to southern Portugal. 

In comments to the press this 


week, Jordi Porcel, British Air- 
ways CEO for Portugal and Spain, 
explained: “The fact British Air- 
ways is increasing its routes be- 
tween Portugal and the UK is good 
news allround”, adding “this new 
route will greatly benefitPortugal’ s 
tourism, as it will contribute to in- 
creasing the number of British visi- 
tors to the Algarve, as weU as open- 
ing access for the Portuguese to one 
of Europe ’ s most important finan- 
cial and cultural capitals”. 

This new route will mean that 
there wiU be a total of 1 5 scheduled 
daily flights, per day this summer 
direct from Faro to London, nine 
to Gatwick (easyJet, BA and 
Monarch), three to Luton (Easy Jet 
and Monarch), and three to 
Stansted, (Easy Jet and Ryanair). 

With two daily flights direct 
fromFaro to Gatwick, British Air- 
ways ’ prices will start from €51. 
Aquick quote howeverreveals that 
these tariffs will be hard to come 
by this summer, with return trips 
between Faro and Gatwick seldom 
costing under €200. 

The takeover deal by easyJet 
was at the time seen as a move for 
the airline to further boost its al- 
ready dominant position at Faro 
airport, which annually receives 
more than five milhon passengers . 

The increased dominance of 
this airhne at Faro has also fuelled 
speculation in recent months that 
easyJet are set to make the airport 
one of its ‘mini European head- 
quarters ’, as is the case with ahand- 
ful of other European destina- 
tions.

Foreigners 

This morning I spent some 
time alone with God, reading 
Hebrews 11:8-16, and asking 
Him to make it real and alive in 
my life. It was not difficult to 
relate to these verses about liv- 
ing as a foreigner. Here in Portu- 
gal, I too am a foreigner like many 
ofyoureadingthis Englishnews- 
paper. When we moved here 
seven years ago it took some 
time to adapt to hanging our un- 
dergarments outside on the 
clothesline where all the 
neighbors could see them. 
Many of the foods I enjoyed 
eating cannot be found here and 
I also had to adjust to a different 
schedule for eating out since 
most restaurants are not serving 
dinner yet at 5:00 or 6:00 p.m. 
The Portuguese surely must 
have thought I was from another 
planet when they watched me 
eat with utensils in only one 
hand, or eating a sandwich or 
pastry without a napkin 
wrapped around it. Without a 
doubt they think it strange that 
I want ice in my coke and that I 
eat ice cream in the winter. 

One afternoon, shortly after 
moving here, anew friend shared 
with me in broken English the 
story of her sad and poor up- 
bringing here as an African im- 
migrant. Wanting me to under- 
stand, she declared emphati- 
cally, “I grew up in a wooden 
house. ” So didi, I thought. I did 
not comprehend the concept of 
the bairro or slum she was de- 
scribing since houses inmy coun- 
try are not built from cement and 
tile. Though I enj oy living in Lis- 
bon, I still sometimes miss liv- 


ing in a house made of wood. . . a 
single family house with a yard 
that is all mine, a front and back 
door and no roosters, chickens 
or dogs to wake me at all hours. 

Without a doubt, the most 
difficult aspect of living as a for- 
eigner here is the language. Ever 
have an almost overwhelming 
urge to explain how a language 
can function very well without 
words needing to have gender? 
And why must Portuguese 
verbs have so many tenses? Here 
in Portugal, if just one word es- 
capes from my mouth, even if I 
am speaking Portuguese, every- 
one knows that Portugal is not 
the land of my birth. 

The writer of Hebrews ap- 
plauds Abraham’ s outlook as a 
foreigner. He is commended for 
viewing his earthly “home” and 
“city” as simply a temporary 
dwelling. 

“Abraham was confidently 
looking forward to a city with 
eternal foundations, a city de- 
signed and built by God. ” He- 
brews 11: 10 

My husband and I live in Por- 
tugal by choice and have come 
to enjoy life here. As believers, 
though, no matter where one re- 
sides, we are called to remember 
that heaven is our true home. 
God is preparing a mansion 
there for each of those who, by 
faith, have been adopted into 
His family. (See Hebrews 
ll:15-16&Johnl4:2-3)

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McCanns confident of being cleared 




Gerry and Kate McCann, the parents of missing toddler Madeleine, who 
disappeared from their Praia da luz holiday apartment last year on May 
3rd are optimistic that a fresh round of questioning by Portuguese police 
will lead to their status as official suspects or arguidos being dropped. 


It is almost one year since 
Madeleine McCann went miss- 
ing from Praia da Luz, followed 
by an intense world- wide media 
campaign to find the four-year 
old. 

This week, Kate and Gerry 
McCann are now hoping that new 
questioning set to take place in 
the UK by police will clear them 
of all charges, spokesman 
Clarence Mitchell said earlier in 
the week in comments to Portu- 
gal’ s Lusa News Agency.

place next week in Britain, “will 
finally eliminate them” as sus- 
pects.

Madeleine McCann’ s parents 
are said to be “receptive” to this 
next phase, going as far as saying 
“they wish it had happened some 
time ago”. 

Clarence Mitchell explained 
that Kate and Gerry are in favour 
of this new round of questioning, 
even saying: Kate and Gerry 
thank police for it”. 

As to what might be said dur- 
ing questioning, they added, 
“they will simply say what they 
said in May and June last year - 
in their original statements”. 


Winemakers merge to ensure 
survival of Algarve wine 

□ Lagos’ vineyard has been sold, and Lagoa’s is waiting for a buyer, but the Ministry of Agriculture 
apparently still has faith in the Algarve’s ability to produce top range wines and has therefore 
conceded a plot of land on which two of the region’s most prominent producers will come together to 
maintain regional wine production and start a new brand. 


Lagos and Lagoa’ s wine coop- 
eratives are to merge in an attempt 
to ensure the survival of 
Algarvean wine, encouraged by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, 
which has conceded a nine-hec- 


tare plot of land in Lagoa on which 
the new facilities will be con- 
structed. 

Despite the project not yet be- 
ing elaborated, itis hoped that con- 
struction on the new winery will 


commence some time this year. 

It has been estimated that at 
least five million euros are needed 
to be invested in the project. 

Last year, between the Lagos 
and Lagoa cooperatives, around 


three million litres of wine were 
produced. 

However, production difficul- 
ties left the two companies with 
an amassed debt of around 3.6 
million euros. 

To avoid its closure, the mu- 
nicipal ‘Terras do Infante’ asso- 
ciation, which comprises entities 
from Lagos, Aljezur and Vila do 
Bispo, bought out the Lagos 
adega, paying off its 1.6 million 
euro debt and thus ensuring the 
land remained for that purpose. 

Lagoa’ s existing wine plant is 
currently on sale for eight mi llion 
euros. 

Now regional agricultural en- 
tities are looking to the new ven- 
ture with the hope of creating a 
regional Algarvean brand of wine 
to compete with the country’s 
finest. 

Castelao Rodrigues, head of the 
Regional Algarve Agriculture As- 
sociation believes the region has 
all the necessary conditions to 
“breakinto the market with a qual- 
ity image and a quality product”. 

However, the head of Lagos’ 
winery has said that, whilst the 
fusion has been encouraged, “it 
does not make sense to compete 
within the same space”. At 
present the two wineries are 18 
kilometers apart. 

He also revealed that the com- 
pany has sourced two 
oenologists to help launch three 
regionally produced wines, 
which are currently being pro- 
moted in London and Brussels 
and should be available on the 
mass market this month. 

One is a liqueur-like wine 
named ‘Terras do Infante’ . 

On the other side of town, Jose 
Pina, owner of the Lagoa winery, 
has said the merge was suggested 
as a means of “survival”, and that 
negotiations have been on-going 
for more than a year and half. 

Prominent Algarvean wines 
were somewhat over- shadowed 
in the 1970's when Alentejo 
wines flooded the market.
